MURDER ARRESTS} 


€our Men Taken Into Custody in 
lowa, Charged With Crime 
47 Years Old; One 70. 


BOOTY SAID TO BE $90,000 


Missouri Woman Declared to 
Have Witnessed the Tragedy 
—Called to Testify. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
DES MOINES, Io., July 9.4-A tradi- 


tion of outlawry and buried gold, which 
has been told in Southwest Iowa for 
aimost a half-century, has suddenly 
taken the form of an actual charge 


against real persons as the result of 
action by Attorney-General Cosson and 
the prosecuting authorities of Taylor 
County. 

John and Henry Damewood were ar- 
Huntsman, 77 years old, and Sam 
Scrivner, 7% years old,, a cattle dealer. 
All were arrested as the result of an 
investigation into the supposed murde:, 
in .1%8, of a wealthy cattleman whose 
name no one appears to know, and 
whose treasure, $90,000, is said to have 
been buried on a farm near Siam, Tay- 
lor County. . 

The sole witness to the murder, who 
was a child at the time is is supposed 
to have happened, is now a woman, 6 
years old, living in Quitman, Mo. Her 
maiden name was Maria Collins. She 
is now Mrs. Porter. She is said to 
have told Jesse and Frank James, Mis- 
sourl outlaws, about the _ treasure 
buried on her father’s farm, causing 
them to make several visits to Taylor 
County in the hope of finding it. They 
were not successful. 

Cc. A. Robbins, Assistant’ Attorney- 
General, announced at Villisca today 
that Mrs. Porter will be at Bedford next 
Tuesday to testify against the four men 
errested. 

Robbins said that he has absolute 
proof that at least $40,000 of the contents 
of the treasure buried on the Oollins 
farm near Siam, Iowa, had been dug up 


.,.4n the last 12 years. 


The Daméwoods were taken to Bedford 
shértiy bétoré noon today and arraigned. 
They pleaded not guilty and were re- 
leased on bonds of $5000 each. No fur- 
thér action was taken during the day on 
the cases of Huntsman and Scrivner. 

Sérivner, who is 75 years old, is re- 
puted.to be véry wealthy. He is a lead- 
Ing Mason in this section. Huntsman 
ix» a white-bearded man, 77. years old, 
who is said to have lost most of a for- 
tune he once had, in attempts to find 
the hidden treasure. The Damewood 
brothers are not so well situated finan- 
cially. All four men vigorously denied 
the charges against them. 

" Counterfeiters Used a Cave. 

The legend of the robbery and burial 
of the treasure is that, in 1868, a gang 
of five counterfeiters had its ‘“‘plant’’ on 
a 10-acre place in Taylor County, near 
Siam. Samuel Anderson occupied an 
adjoining cabin, and the Collins girl, 
with her mother, lived near. An older 
sister of the girl is said to have married 
one of the gang. A cave was the coun- 
terfeiters’ headquarters, the story runs. 

In the fall of thzt year, the story 1s, 
the gang learned that a wealthy cattle 
buyer was coming that ‘vay and that 
he would carry a large sum of money, 
for lack of banking facilities there. The 
visitor is said to have been waylaid, 
robbed and killed, and Maria Collins ‘s 
said to have seen his body, as the mur- 
derers carried it away in an old quilt. 
,The men are said to have terrorized the 
“girl into silence. 

The girl is also said to have seen the 
chest which had contained the mur- 
dered man’s money, in the wagon where 
the robbers had placed it. It was buried 
near by, according to the tale, while 
the body was thrown into an aban- 
doned well. 

Chart Revealing Treasure Was Lost. 

One of the gang made out a chart 
showing the location of the treasure, 
according to the story, but the house in 
which they kept this chart burned be- 
fore the members of the gang had darod 
to dig up the chest. Later Samuel An- 
Gerson came intu possession of the lan4. 

Anderson has rold the investigators 
that he was asked, 12 years ago, tu 
make a search for the treasure, and 
he says he was digging for it, when 
he was stopped by the men who had 
started him at the work. These men, 
he said, then took charge of the work 
and refused to make any agreement 
with him as to a division of the money. 

Anderson said he decided recently to 
bring a civil suit for title to a one- 
fourth share of the money, and word 
of the intended suit came to the Attor- 
Aey-General, causing the inquiry and the 
arrests of Huntsman, Scribner and the 
Dainwood brothers. 

Prisoners to Be Arranged Tuesday. 

Jonathan J. Dark, one-time member 
of the gang of counterfeiters, is said 
to have followed Maria Collins, his 
young sister-in-law, to her new home in 
Missouri severa] years after the trag- 
edy, in an effort to keep her from dis- 
Closing the secret. He was shot by 
another sister, it is said, and Maria is 
supposed then to have tola the James 
boys about the treasure.

$20,000, 000 FRENCH LOAN 
INU. S, VIRTUALLY ARRANGED 


J. P. Morgan & Co. and Group of 
Bankers to Participate—Credit to 
Be for Commercial Purposes. 
NEW .VJRK, July 9.—Negotiations 
virtually have been completed here for 
a new French credit amounting to $20,- 
000,000 to be used exclusively for com- 
mercial purposes. J. " Morgan & Co. 
and a group of national bank and trust 
companies will participate in the trans- 

action, it is stated. 

The loan will take the form of ac- 
ceptance to be drawn by French banking 
houses upon bankers here who are par- 
ties to the arrangement. The loan is 
to be guaranteed.by the Bank of France, 
and it is understood that the accept- 
ances are to be secured by French 
Treasury notes. 

This is one of several transactions un- 
dertaken here to offset the effect upon 
French exchange of the great expendi- 
tures made !y France in this country 
both for ordinary requirements and for 
war supplies. 


COUNT VON ZEPPELIN’S BIRTHDAY 
OBSERVED THROUGHOUT GERMANY 


Kaiser, in Message, Emphasizes Value 
of His Dirigibles in “War Against 
Engiand’—He Is 78. 
AMSTERDAM, July 8, via London, 
July §.—Count Ferdinand von Zeppelin’s 
seventy-eighth birthday was observed 
today (July 8) by celebrations in all 
parts of Germany, according to the dis- 

patches from Berlin. 

Count von Zeppelin, who is at Stutt- 
gart, convalescing from an attack of 
bronchitis, received several thousand tel- 
egrams of congratulation, including mes- 
sages from the Emperors of Germany 
and Austria and the Sultan of Turkey. 
The German Emperor’s message empha- 
sized the great value of Zeppelin diriz- 
ibles in the “present war against En- 
gland.’’ 


IVY SPRAYS WORN BY BELGIANS 


BRUSSELS, via London, July 9.—The 
Belgians have suddenly adopted the 
practice of wearing sprays of ivy as an 
expression of loyalty to Belgium and the 
allies. 

Gen. von Bissing, the German mili- 
tary Governor, a few days ago issued 
an order prohibiting the demonstrative 
display. of Belgian colors as personal 
adornment. It was obeyed, but the fol- 
lowing day almost every Belgian man, 
woman and child blossomed out with an 
ivy spray, the significance of which, in 
the language of flowers, is ‘‘attachment. 
united unto death.”’ 


GERMAN BEER OUTPUT REDUCED 


AMSTERDAM, July 9.—The German 
brewery associations have ordered all 
breweries to reduce their output of beer 
to 40 per cent of the normal on account 
of the shortage of barley. 

The municipalities of Berlin and Mu- 
nich have called special meetings of the 
municipal councils to discuss measures 
to prevent the continual increase in food 
prices.

Woman Testifies for Wabash 
Engineer Who Says He Is Son 
of Randall R. Gorden. 


$40,000 LEFT TO CHURCH 


Illinoisan Who Lived for Several 
Years in St. Louis Was Thought 
to Be a Bachelor. 


Adolph Scott-Gorden, 3% years old, of 
Decatur, Ill., a Wabash engineer, ap- 
pealed before Judge Hoaltcamp in Pro- 
bate Court today to press his claim to 
the entire estate of Randall R. Gorden, 


a capitalist, who died in St. Louis in 
September, 1912, 1a te an estate valued 
at $200,000. 

The engineer ccaelanad testimony to 
prove that Gorden, who was generally 
regarded as a bachelor, was his father. 
No mention was made of a son in the 
capitalist’s will, which left $40,000 to the 
First Christian Church, 3126 Locust 
street, and the remainder to two broth- 
ers, John M. and Thomas J. Gorden of 
Christian County, Ill.. where the capi- 
talist was buried. 

The Gorden estate has been subjected 

to considerable litigation. Three broth- 
ers not mentioned in the will filed a 
contest in Illinois courts, which was 
settled. Mrs. Maude Close of 714 Clara 
avenue filed a claim of $10,000 against 
the estate for services in nursing and 
caring for Gorden, and she alleged Gor- 
den had asked her to marry him. Juri:s 
in the Probate Court and Circuit Court 
gave her judgment for $5000, but the 
Circuit Court has granted a new trial. 
Tells of a Courtship. 
H. B. Dills, who lives near 
testified that she was the 
claimant's maternal aunt and that 
Gorden was his father. Her sister, 
Mary Evelyn Scott, lived with their 
parents at Blue Mound, Ill. In 18739, 
she said, Gorden courted her sister, 
taking her to church and entertain- 
ments. 

The witness said his sister, ac- 
companied by Gorden, came to her 
farm in December, 1879, and told that 
they had beén married in St. Louis. 
They lived at her home as man and 
wife for three months, she said, Gor- 
den paying the board and buying her 
sister’s clothing. 

Mrs. Dills said she went with her 
sister to their parents’ home, where the 
claimant was born May 6, 1880. Their 
parents, she said, did not know of 
Lvelyn’s marriage until she returned 
rome for the May event. 

The witness said her sister died wher. 
the claimant was 18 months old. that the 
claimant then lived with his grand- 
ricther until her death, and then iived 
avout with relatives. He was known 
as Adolph Scott, although she said her 
sister’s friends had called her Mra. 
Gorden. :; 

Mrs. Dilis declared she never saw 
yordon at the house after her sister’s 
death, but that once, when the claimant 
was 3 or 4 years old, she took him to 
- Decatur shoe store, by appointment 
with Gordon, and that Gordon met them 
in the store, patted the boy on the head 
and said, “This doy will be the only 
heir I'll ever have.’’ 

Charles M. May, attorney for the 
estate, indicated, by his cross-examina- 
tion of Mrs. Dills that the estate would 
seek to show that Gordon and Miss 
Scott never had been married. 


Lock of Baby’s Hair. 

Mrs. Close testified Gorden had told 
her of his being married and having a 
son about the age of her. His wife 
died soon after the birth of the boy 
and the latter was living at Decatur, 
the witness said Gorden told her. Mra. 
Close became acquainted with Gorden 
in 1911, when she was demonstrating 
coffee. She said she served some cof-

Frederick Busche, 64 years a tax 
collector, of 2227 Red Bud avenue, and 
tis brother, Charles Busche,. 57 years 
old, a baker, of 2321 Renton street, who 
were brought to this country from Ger- 
many when they were small chi'dren. 
have lived here ever since, have voted 
since they were 21 and have served in 
the State Legislature, were naturalized 
in the United States District Court to- 
day by Judge Trieber of Little Rock. 

The Busches had regarded themselves 
as citizens and had voted and held of- 
fice in the belief that their father was 
naturalized, but when a question was 
raised a few months ago by the Board 
cof Election Commissioners they were 
unable to produce proof and had to 
take steps to make their title clear to 
American citizenship. 

Frederick was 8 years old and Charles 
was 1 year old when their parents 
brought them to this country. When 
they became of age their mother told 
them that their father had been natural- 
ized and they began voting and kept it 
up through the years. Frederick wa. 
Mayor of Lincoln, Mo., from 1884 to 
1886, and was a Representative in the 
State Legislature for eight years. 
Charles was a membe! of the State Sen- 
ate from 1889 to 1891. 

When Judge Trieber had administered 
the oath of allegiance to Charles Pusche 
he said: 

“Remember, you are an American 
citizen now. You know, we are not 
making any hyphenated Americans here, 
only Americans. 

He said he was a naturalized citizen 
having once been a German subject. 

“But I don’t consider myself a Ger- 
man-American,’’ he said. ‘I am just an 
American citizen.”’ 

Judge Trieber, to make the admin- 
istration of the oath more impres- 
sive, required every person in the court- 
room to rise each time that a new citi- 
zen took the oath of allegiance. The 
Court took up during the day the appi- 
cations of about 60 men for citizenship.

PRESIDENT GOLFS AND MOTORS 


JURY IN LAWSON 
MEMBER ALLEGES 


Bailiff Accused of Tampering 
With Panel That Convicted 
Labor Leader of Murder. 


By Associated Press. 

TRINIDAD, Colo., July 9.—Charges 
that the verdict by which John R. Law- 
son, international executive board mem- 
ber of the United Workers of America, 
was convicted of first degree murder, 
was obtained through intimidation and 
jury tampering by a court bailiff, were 
tried in. the District Court here today 
in the arguments on Lawson’s motion 
for a new trial. 

The arguments were before Judge 
Granby Hillyer, who presided in the 
Lawson case. A motion to prohibit 
Judge Hillyer from hearing several ad- 
ditional strike cases is pending in the 
Colorado Supreme Court. 

Lawson was convicted May 3 of first 
degree murder in connection with the 
killing of John Nimmo, a deputy Sheriff, 
in a battle near Ludlow, Colo., between 
deputies and striking coal miners. 

Juror Alleges Intimidation. 

The motion for a new trial filed by 
Lawson’s attorney was accompanied bv 
an affidavit signed by Grover Hall, a 
member of the jury which convicted the 
labor leader. In it Hall declares he be- 
lieves Lawson innocent. 

He swears that during the more than 
40 hours of jury deliberation he was told 
repeatedly by Frank Gooden. the bail- 
iff in charge of the jury, that his wife 
was dangerously ill. 

The affidavit makes the further charge 
that on May 3 the jury was not taken 
to luncheon at the usual hour and that 
Gooden informed Hall that Judge Hill- 
yer had ordered the jurors to be locked 
in a room and given no food until they 
had agreed upon a verdict. 

Finally, Hall declares, he agreed to 
vote for a verdict which he believed was 
Contrary to the evidence. 

Hall’s affidavit is supported in part 
by the affidavit of another member of 
the Lawson jury, offered to the court 
at the opening of the arguments. 

An affidavit by Bert Bramlett, who 
served as bailiff in the murder trial of 
I.ouls Zancanelli, preceding the Lawson 
trial, stated that Gordon had boasted 
to him that he had “brought pressure to 
bear upon Grover Hall.”’ 

Wife Only Had a Cold. 

Bertha Hall, wife of Grover Hall, in 
an affidavit offered to the court, swore 
that during the Lawson trial she had 
a cold. The affidavit charges that on 
the evening of May 2 “one Zeke Martin 
was in the house of affiant and insisted 
that affiant should have a doctor; thet 
Martin finally called a physician who 
said Mrs. Hall was not seriousiy ill.” 
Zeke Martin at that time was under- 
Sheriff. 

Other affidavits submitted to the 
court are from men alleged to have 
participated as mine guards in the battle 
in which Nimmo was killed and purport 
to indicate that Nimmo was struck by « 
bullet fired by one of the guards, not 
strikers. 


BIG ENGLISH POWDER PLANT 
IS DESTROYED BY EXPLOSION 


| Accident Occurs With 100 Men at 
Work—Onsly One Is Killed, but 
Many Are Hurt. 

LONDON, July $.—Curtis’ big powder 
mills at Hounslow, Middlesex, virtually 
were destroyed today by a series of ex- 
plosions which occurred shortly after 
10% men had commenced work. 

The explosion was heard for a dis- 
tance of 10 miles. 

It was stated at the powder mills 
that only one person had been killed 
but a great many others had been in- 
jured by fiying debris. A preliminary 
explosion of small violence gave a 
warning which enabled most of wg 
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workers to flee thé building. 
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GREAT THRONGS IN 
CASE INTINIDATED, 


STREETS AND HALL 
CHEER KITCHENER 


Enthusiasm of Hundreds of 
Thousands in London Taken 
to Show Confidence in Him. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 9.—Great crowds as- 


sembled in and around the Guild Hall 
and the routes leading to the hall to- 
day to hear Field Marshal Earl Kitch- 
ener address a mééting to institute a 
special recruiting campaign. 

The City of London territorial regi- 
inents lined the thoroughfares by which 
the Field Marshal journeyed and the 
police made special traffic arrange- 


ments. Hoping to get seats at places 
cf vantage in the Guild Hall, scores of 
persons gathered outside the doors of 
the building at 10 o’clock this morning, 
although the War Secretary's address 
was not due to begin until 3 o’clock in 
ithe afternoon. 

Earl Kitchener’s subject was ‘the 
need for recruiting for the army” but 
the enthusiasm of the meeting and the 
crowds which appeared were attributed 
to the public’s spontaneous desire to 
demonstrate its confidence in the Field 
Marshal ir. the face of the attacks upon 
him which a certain section of the 
press has been making. 

“We require more men and still more 
men,”’ said Earl Kitchener, sounding 
the keynote of his address, “but the 
situation in this respect is immeasur- 
ably better now than it was 10 months 
ago. The military position today, how- 
ever, is as serious as it was then.”’ 

Avenue of Shouting People, 

Lord Kitchener's motor ride to the 
Guild Hall untethered British enthusi- 
asm and the scene has had no precedent 
in London since the outbreak of the 
war. Handkerchiefs were waved and 
hundreds of thousands cheered the Sec- 
retary of War as he passed through 
an uninterrupted avenue of shouting 
men, women and children. 

The text of Lord Kitchener’s speech 
follows in part: 

“Hitherto the remarks I have found 
it necessary to make on recruiting have 
been mainly addressed to the House of 
Lords, but I have felt that the time 
has now come when I may with advan: 
tage make another and larger deman: 
on the resources of English manhood. 

“Enjoying as I do the privilege of a 
free man of this great city, I am sure 
my words, uttered in the heart of Lon- 
don, will spread broadcast throughout 
the nation.’’ 

The Secretary of War here referred to 
the bravery of the Indian forces and 


British and French comrades in Filan- 
ders and presenting a solid and tm- 
penetrable front.” 


Pushing Dardanelles Campaign. 
“In the Dardanelles,”’ Lord Kitchener 


continued, “the Australians and New 
Zealanders combined already have ac- 
complished a feat of arms almost wun- 
exampled in brilliancy and are push- 
ing the campaign to a successful con- 
clusion. 

“In each of these great dominions 
new and large contingents are being 
prepared, while South Africa, not con- 
tent with the successful conclusion of 
an arduous campaign in Southwest Af- 
rica, is now offering large forces to en- 
gage the enemy in the main theater of 
the war. 

“Strengthened by the unflinching sup- 
port of our fellow citizeng across th» 
seas, we seek to develop our own mili- 
tary resources to their utmost limits 
and this ts the purpose which brings 
us together today.’’

Failure to Modify Note Causes

All officials here realize that’ there 
probably has been no essential change 
from the form in which the reply was 
outlined by the Berlin Foreign Office to 
Ambassador Gerard. On the basis of 
that outline, the American Government 
declined to engage in any supplemen- 
tary negotiations, which the United 
States could not accept without sacri- 
ficing many of its rights.

not Justly Ask Germany| 
to Give Up, He Says. 


By MAXIMILIAN HARDEN, 
Editor and Publisher of Die Zukunft. 


(Herr Harden, who is one of the 
most powerful journalists in Ger- 
many, has written this analysis of 
the controversy between Germany 
and America over the Lusitania 
case, in the hope of bringing about 
a better understanding of motives 
and ideals between his country 
and ours.)

BERLIN, July 9.—Sin may be com- 
mitted on both sides of the Atlantic. 
The average American has heard far 
more out of Germany about lack of 
freedom, feudal autocracy and aris- 
tocracy, lack outwardly of culture, 
and militarism, than he has of her 
strength, and the religious ideals of 
the German peoples. 

On the other hand, to many Ger- 
mans the American is known too 
much as a dollar chaser, a money 
maker, without ideals. Too little has 
the German been told of the intel- 
lectual and idealism; what a tremen- 
dous power to do good and deter- 
mination and will power to work un- 
selfishly in assisting its development, 
exists in the people of North Amer- 
ica. 

Your countrymen certainly should 
have been able to judge and recog- 
nize, from the German-Americans 
living in America—although, perhaps, 
each one of them is not always an 
example of our best—that Germans 
are neither barbarians nor slavea, 
neither dishonorable nor unfit and 
incapable of self-determination of 
their lives. 

From afar off, the German saw 
only a small crowd of American 
tourists, rich men or globe trotters, 
not always representing the best ele- 
ments of. your country. The masses 
of both nations see one another too 
much as caricatures, reflected in the 
distorted mirror of satirical publi- 
cations. That is revenging itself in 
the treruendous crisis of this war. 

Justifies Submarine Warfare. 

The policy of the United States, 
the main interests of which lies in 
South America and the Far East, 
perhaps doesn’t! recognize yet that 
this war will answer the question, 
shall England, which is a_ world- 
power, but not a European great 
power, remain the judge of Kurope— 
on a continent on which she has 
but one small point of support, 
Gibraltar? This question is already 
answered today by an effective and 
revolutionary development of tech- 
nology. 

The new form of submarine war- 
fare will in its evolution make im- 
possible any tyranny at sea in the 
future. The war has already de- 
cided that England has lost the un- 
disputed and absolute dominion of 
the sea. She will have to adapt 
herself to that. No successes on 
land will effect that. — 


America, even basing her demands 
on the basis of principles of human- 
ity, cannot ask us to give up this 
form of warfare, the only form that 
remains to us in the blockade of 
England against Germany. America, 
a great, but young nation, inspired 
by progress for the future, cannot 
use its power to support what is ob- 
solete, -something that is passing 
away and must pass away. 

The majority of Germans believe 
that America is supplying our ene- 
mies with arms and ammunition in 
violation of law and customs. This 
is a wrong belief. According to the 
Hague conventions American pri- 
vate firms can sell to whom they 
like. But the realistic intellect of 
Americans must ask itself the ques- 
tions: 

Can we demand of the Germans, on 
the strength of friendship for us, to 
give up the policy of destroying 
ships, the cargo of which would kill, 
main and wound numbers of their 
sons and brothers? 

Could we do it if in their situation? 

Is this manufacture of arms and 
ammunition so important in our 
business and national economics as 


The letters were written in French, 
Italian, Spanish, German and English. 
In one of the letters—from the secre- 
tary of Andrew Carnegie—it was learned 
that Holt had offered to go to China to 
teach and to take his wife with him 
as a missionary. He had written that 
he couldn’t do this, however, for $1000 
@ year, and hoped that Mr. Carnegie 
“could make it $1500.’’ 

Two letters from an aunt of Holt in 
Leipsic, Germany, were found. So far 
as could be learned, they contained no 
reference to Holt’s life as Erich Muen- 
ter. Other letters showed that Hoit 
had exchanged views on topics of the 
day and public questions with college 
presidents. A copy of a letter sent by 
him to Mrs. Ballington Booth told of 
Holt’s success in having induced a 
prison official to introduce welfare 
work in the prison. 

The police have established the fa>r 
that Holt passed several years in Ger- 
many, where he was a student at th 
Universitv of Berlin. They are con- 
fident that while Holt intended to at- 
tempt the sinking of liners in midocean 
he had not had time to attempt such 
destruction. 

“There are two files of letters one 
and a half feet high and numbering into 
the hundreds,” said Guy Seull, secre- 
tary to Commissioner Woods. ‘“We have 
found letters addressed to ‘Frank Holt’ 
dated as far back as July, 1906. None 
of them so far examined contains any 
references to the war: none are love 
letters; none indicate that he was ever 
married before or involved with any 
woman. The letters so far read are 
mainly estraight-away business ones 
and they cover a period extending from 
1906 down to the present time.

to justify us in engaging the enmity 
of a peopie which, like ourselves, is 
not in the descending but the ascend- 
ing scale of humanity and develop- 
ment, civilization and culture? 
Favors a Business Treaty. 

Would not it be more rational either 
to influence England to give up her 
blockade on food stuffs, which is 
only tending to develop still further 
German economical traits, or to for- 
bid the export of arms and muni- 
tions? 

America is free to answer the 
questions as she sees fit. Neither 
of the two countries can hope, 
through fear, to gain anything of the 
other. Both must learn to respect 
one another. I have no criticism to 
pass on America. Il believe’ the 
Ameérican Government has an earnest 
desire to be and remain neutral in 
the best sense of that word, but I 
feel that America in its international 
course is now confronted by the 
fame problem that has occupied the 
American people so much in their 
domestic politics. 


Is special] privilege, private profit 
of certain small groups and concerns, 
or the benefit, welfare and happi- 
ness of the entire American people 
to be decisive in the policy of the 
nation? It is not a matter of getting 
around momentary difficulties with 
fine words. Both peoples need an 
open, sober, reasonable trade and 
business treaty agreement, without 
secrecy or back door. 


Whatever is done it will probably 
fix and determine the relations be- 
tween America ana Germany for 
more than a generation. Shall mis- 
trust and prejudice reign or shall 
there be a real friendship, founded 
on rational egotism and good will 
toward mankind?

‘3. For all news dispatches uncen- 
sored. 

“4. Germany agreed to pay all ex- 
penses in repairing and putting the ca- 
ble in operation, and President Wilson, 
if the proposition was accepted by Great 
Britain, was to be asked to appoint 
censors for the American end of the 
cable, which was to be used similarlv 
for transmission of messages by German 
and Austrian diplomatic officers and for 
private and business messages approved 
by the American censors, as well as 
rews dispatches.

Europe, from the channel to the Alps, 
like some monstrous and deadly snake. 
Not only have I been permitted to see 
a very great deal which has been denice 
to others, but I have learned much of 
what is really happening along thet 
battle line from the officers and men 
who are holding it. Now I am going 
back to America. When I reach there 
people are going to ask me ¢eftain ques- 
tions. As I know perfectly well what 
these questions will be, 1 am. going to 
answer them to the best ot my ability 
beforehand. 


How long is the war going to lastt 
I do not know. No one knows. Every 
officer and man with whom I have 
talked in three armies agrees that the 
spring of 1916 will see practically nv 
change in the western battle line. That 
there is to be another winter campaign 
is a@ foregone conclusion. Everyone ex- 
pects it and .- preparing for it, just as 
they expect another winter. The allies 
have ordered enormous quantities of 
winter clothing, and in the Argonne an:l 
Vosges the French soldiers are already 
hard at work building warm ard dry 
winter habitations. I might add that 
the Germans do not show the slightest 
sign of weukening. 

What is the cause of the present 
deadlock? The trenches occupied by 
the opposing armies are, to all intents 
and purposes, forts, and these forts 
have been rendered so nearly impreg- 
nable by applied science that to take 
them would entail a sacrifice of life 
which none of the warring nations can 
afford. Hence the armies remain hid- 
den and almost stationary in subter- 
ranean caves and labyrinths, each wait- 
ing for its opponent to weaken. 

Why have the Freneh net taken the 
offensivet Because the Germans are 
so strongly entrenched that the cost in 
lives of breaking through their lines 
would stagger the nation. If necessity 
required it, such a sacrifice would be 
made, but it is felt that it would be 
unjustified when shells and patience will 
eventually achieve the same results. 

“The duration of the war,” the Gen- 
eral commanding the French armies 
in Alsace said to me, “entirely depends 
upon how fast we can kill off the Ger- 
mans. Théir army has réached and 
passed its maximum strength, so that 
every soldier that wé kill makes it that 
much weaker. Our plan, therefore, is to 
kill as many as possible of the enemy 
while at the same time conserving our 
own men.” 

What its the condition of the French 
army? It could not be better. The men 
are keen as razors and hard aé nails. 
They are well officcred, well clothed, 
and afforded every protection that uu- 
man ingenuity can devise. They seem 
absolutely confident of ultimate suc- 


cess, though they adm‘; quite frankly 
that they have a long, hard job in front 
of them. 

What do the French think of Gen. 
Jeftref They do not consider him «a 
military genius by any means, but they 
have implicit confidence in him, partig- 
ularly the Government, which knows 
him to be eminently ‘“safe.”"” Were Gen. 
Foch, for example, to succeed to the su- 
preme command and achieve a striking 
success there would be great danger of 
his being hailed as “the Man on Horse- 
back.” Joffre does not want to be a 
*“‘Man on Horseback.”” He has said re- 
peatediy that when the war is over he 
wants to go fishing. He will, therefore, 
probably remain in supreme :ommand.

What is the condition of the British 
army? It is a new army. It is with- 
out experience, and it is without experi- 
enced regiments to stiffen it and give 
it confidence, for the regular army 
which England sent irito France last 
August has ceased to exist. The old 
regimental names remain. but the offi- 
cers and men who composed those regi- 
ments are today in the hospitals or the 
cemeteries. 

The losses suffered by the British 
army in France have been appalling. 
The West Kent Regiment, for example, 
has been three times wiped out and 
three times reconstityted. The Prin- 
cess Patricia’s Canadian Light Infantry 
landed in France 1400 strong. Today only 
160 remain. The present Colonel of the 


October. The crying need of the British 
army at the moment is for trained offi- 
cers and noncommissioned officers. 

Why are the British bolding only 
40 miles of battle front, as compared 
with 17 held by the Belgians and 
upward of S00 by the French? 
Firstly, because the British army is 
composed of green troops, while the 
Frefich ranks, thanks to the ::niversal 
service law, are filled with men all 
of whom have had three years with 
the colors. Secondly, because the 
British sector is by far the most dif- 
ficult portion of the Western battle 
front to hold, not only because of the 
configuration of the country, wh'‘ch 
offers little natural pfdtéction, but 
because it lies squarely athward the 
road to the channel ports—and it is the 
channel ports that the Germans are 
going if men and shells can get therm 
there. Thirdly, the fighting.is of A 
more desperate and relentiess nature 
along the British front than elsewhere, 
lLecause the Germans have a@ deeper 
hatred for the British than for all their 
cther enemies put together. 

Do the French want the United States 
te enter the wart Generally spéaking, 
they don’t care. The Government and 
the military authorities are afraid thet 
if the United States should enter the 
war it would result in cutting off the 
allies’ supplies of ammunition. More- 
over they say quite frankly, that in her 
present state of unpreparedness, they 
don’t see how she could be ef any as- 
giatance anyway. 

Whe ts going to wint The allies. 
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mold public opinion in @ way suiting 
her own purposes. That ts how 
Ameriza could form a wrong opinion 
of Germany's methods of warfare 
and that is how misunderstanding 
and a certain ill-feeling against Ger- 
many have crept in. 

“america has Veen riisinformed 
about Germany's motives. This 
would not have been the case had 
Germany in the saiue way as her 
enemies been abié to present her case 
to the American public Do you 
think that a fair Judge would allow 
one party to prevent his hearing the 
other? Anyone who knows America 
knows that the sense of justice and 
fair play is predominant in that 
country. We want 0 more than 
that America shal) be able to listen 
to the German side of the story if 
she will, We leave it to her to 
judge. ; 

America Kuows Own Interests. 

“T shall not speak of the advan- 
tages that may arise for ‘merica 
out of the Verman proposal. Amer- 
ica knows her own interests best 
and needs none to speak for her. 

“The reopening of direct cable 
communications, however, would be 
of help to international relations be- 
tween Germany and the United 
States in so far as it would help to 
dissipate misunderstandings in both 
eountriés and facilitate thelr inter- 
course in questions of mutual con- 
oern. 

“Surely it is in the interest of 
peace and humanity which the peo- 
ple of the United States and. their 
Government have so much at heart, 
that the right of free intercourse on 
the part of neutrais with the bellig- 
erents of both sides should not be 
tampered with because only by free 
and uncontrolled discussicor can mis- 
understandings, which might develop

HALIFAX, N. 8., July 9.—The Atian- 
tic Transport Liner Minnehaha which 
caught fire Wednesday on her way from 
New York to London with 15,000 tons of 
war munitions on board, after an ex- 


plosion which may have been caused by 
an infernal machine sent aboard by 
Frank Holt, J. P. Morgan's assailant, 
steamed into Halifax Harbor today. 
Early wireless advices from Capt. Clar- 
ét said that the blaze had been all but 
extinguished and that all danger ap- 
parently was passed. 

The flames were confined to No. 3 
hold which is a considerable distance 
from the spot where were stored the 
thousands of cases of cordite, loaded 
shrapnel shells, cartridges, oils and oth- 
er explosive and inflammable material 
which the Minnehaha was conveying to 
England for use of the British army. 


Adriatic, With Pasergers and Muani- 
tiens of War, Reaches Liverpeo!l. 
NEW YORK, July 9.—The White Star 

Line announced that the steamer Adri- 

atic arrived safely at Liverpool yester- 

day afternoon. 

Word of the arrival of the Adriatic 
dispelled apprehension over the safety 
of the liner, which had to pass through 
the war zone where German subma- 
rines are operating. 

The Adriatic sailed from here on June 
20 with 339 passengers and a large con- 
signment of ammunition.

He Tells About the Killing of 
Stanford White and Accuses 
Mrs. Merrill of Perjury. 


NEW YORK, July 9.—Harry K. Thaw, 
in the course of his second day's testi- 
today in the trial to determine 
whether he has recovered his sanity, 
told the story of how he killed Stan- 
ford White and denied that he had ever 
paid Susan A. Merrill large sums of 
money to ‘‘keep secret the names of 
certain persons.” He said he had shot 
White after he saw him move his hand 
toward his pocket. 

Thaw spoke in a tone and ap- 
pedred to be composed.

Deputy Attorney-General Cook an- 
nounced at the opening of the after- 
noon session that he would abandon his 
efforts to bring Evelyn Nesbit Thaw 
here to testify. Cook said it had been 
reported to him that Mrs. Thaw was too 
ill to make the trip here from Chateau 
Guy Lake and withstand the ordeal of 
testifying.

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VISCOUNT HALDANE 


BITTERLY ASSAILED 
BY LLOYD-GEORGt 


Northcliffe Press Also Joins in 
Attacking What It Calls Plot 
to Restore Him to Cabinet. 


LONDON, July 9.—The official an- 
nouncement made by David Lioyd- 
George, the Minister of Munitions, on 
July 7 regarding Viscount Haidine, ex- 
Lord Chancellor and Secretary of War, 
and the question of the supply of mun:- 
tions, has started a political sensation 
in the United Kingdom of the first orde: 
and it is being made the most of by the 
Northcliffe press to prevent what is de- 
clared to be intrigue’ to get Lord Hal- 
dane back into the Cabinet. 

Premier Asquith’s remarkable tribuie 
to Viscount Haldane, which was read at 
a meeting of the National Liberal Club, 
was regarded as paving the way for 
some attempt of this kind. Although 
most people take the view that it is in- 
advisable during the progress of the war 
to have these personal questions 
threshed out publicly, a small body of 
politicians is trying to force a parlia- 
mentary discussion. 

Sir Henry Dalziel, Liberal member for 
Kirkcaldy Burghs, has given notice that 
he will ask Premier Asquith in the 
House of Commons on Monday whether 
disclosures of the proceedings of a con- 
fidential committee of the Cabinet were 
made with the Premier’s authority and 
it seems as though the Government wil! 
hardly be able to avoid a public discus- 
sion. 

May Give Day to Discussion. 

Premier Asquith will be asked to grant 
one day for a full discussion of the 
causes responsible for deficiency of mu- 
nitions. 

Lord Haldane has kept a completa 
silence regarding the controversy. 

Lloyd-George led the attack, which 
now has been taken up by the North- 
cliffe papers, which are operating in 
complete unison with the Minister of 
Munitions. It is one of the strangest 
alliances that the whirling of politics 
has ever brought about. 

Lord Haldane is a great protagonist 
of the voluntary system, and. Lloyd- 
George, smarting under his recent fail- 
ure to stampede the country into com- 
pulsion, probably considers that Hal- 
dane’s return to office would balk fur- 
ther efforts in the conscription line. 

It is not considered a healthy sign of 
the stability of coalition when Lloyd- 
George chooses rather gratuitously to 
administer a public affront to Haldane, 
s0 soon after the latter was the re- 
cipient of such praise from Premier As- 
quith. 

In fact, it was a slur on Asquith as 
well as Haldane, giving fresh color to 
the stories of an alleged intrigue to get 
Asquith out of the premiership, which 
however, is believed to have no more 
chance of succeeding now than when 
tried three weeks ago. 

The Northcliffe press publishes an ap- 
peal which it urges its readers to sign 
and send to the Government, protesting 
against the readmission of Viscount 
Haldane to the Cabinet. 

The Daily Mail this morning started a 
campaign in favor of forming what it 
calls a “‘Pecple’s Committee’ composed 
of business men of high reputation who 
never have been connected with Parlia- 
ment or party journalism, with powers 
to call for evidence and report to Par- 
liament as to “What Servants of the 
State, by whose negligence or incompe- 
tence the fate of the empire has. been 
endangered are still holding office un- 
der the Government.”’ 

Resignation May Come, 

The Daily Chronicle says: ‘‘In some 
quarters it is rumored that if Major 
General Stanley von Donop, Master- 
General of Ordnance, does not resign, 
David Lloyd-George will, and that if 
Major-General von Donop does, Fiell 
Marshal Lord Kitchener also will go.”’ 

The controversy has also developed the 
fact that the mysterious Cabinet Mu- 
nitions Committee was headed by Lord 
Kitchener. 

The Daily News declares that more 
than 200 Liberal members of Parliament 
have signed a tribute to Lord Haldane 
for his past services, which will be pre- 
sented to him next week, and adds: 

“The secret history of the quondam 
Munitions Committee is obviously not 
the proper subject for a controversy. It 
is a matter worthy of note, however, 
that the chairman of the committee was 
neither Lord Haldane nor Mr. Lloyd- 
George, but was Lord Kitchener.”

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SCOGGIN REFUSES 


TO TELL WHAT HE 
DID With MONEY 


Caruthersville Bank Employe, 
Short About $25,000, Says 
He Has Nothing Now. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 


Post-Dispatch. 
CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., July 9.— 
Expert accountants, assisted by a State 
bank examiner last night began check- 
ing up the records of the Peoples’ bank 
here for the last five years to un- 
ravel the system used by Claude F. 


Scoggin, assistant cashier, who has ad- 
mitted discrepancies in his accounts 
amounting to around $25,000. The work 
is expected to take several: weeks, for 
the account of each depositor will have 
to be examined. 

This has been made necessary by the 
systern of bookkeeping employed at the 
bank. This method, in its essentials, 
was simply each evening to compare 
the cash on hand with the day’s depos- 
its and withdrawals. The result is that 
in the face of an ascertained shortage 
of $22,600 and a confessed shortage of 
$25,000, it is impossible in many instances 
to say which checking accounts have 
suffered. 

The gloom over Caruthersville is ap- 
parent even to a stranger. Business 
men not directly concerned are afraid, 
coming on the heels of the looted Pemis- 
cot County bank scandal, it will “hurt 
the town.”’ Officers of the bank wan- 
der about the streefs discussing the 
affair mournfully and wondering what 
on earth could have become of the 
money. 

Vice President Near Breakdown. 

Dr. W. A. Crockett, vice president and 
one of the organizers of the institution, 
through whom many of his former 
friends in Montgomery were induced 
to buy stock, has been brought to the 
verge of a nervous breakdown. 

Although the bank 1s solvent and the 
depositors seem to be wholly protected, 
the institution probably will remain 
closed for some time and in the hands 
of a special agent appointed by the 
State Banking Commissioner. When it 
is reopened it probably will be reergan- 
ized into a national bank. 

Although Scoggin professes to believe 
he will get out of jail on bond in a few 
days, even his friends say they do not 
know where he will find bondsmen. Two 
business men have agreed to go bail 
for him if he will tell v-hat he did with 
the money. Scoggin persists, however, 
in his declaration, that he hasn't a dol- 
lar of it and doesn't know for what he 
spent it. 

“If Scoggin had dented he took the 
money,’ said 2. L. Ward, attorney for 
the bank, today, ‘“‘half the men of Ca- 
ruthersville would have been eager to go 
on his bond. Indeed, [ scarcely would 
have believed him guilty myself if he 
had not confessed. Both he and his 
father before him have had unimpeach- 
able reputations for integrity, and 
Claude has lived in Caruthersville all 
his life. But in our minds his refusal 
to give any account of what he has 
done with the money, after his confes- 
sion that he took it, Js of sinister sig- 
nificance.”’ AUG Ee 0 

Sympathy for Family. 

While indignation against Scoggin is 
general in the town, public sympathy 
for members of his family is keener 
than ordinary in such cases. His fa- 
ther, who died last March, was for 
many years a sort of father confessor t» 
the business men of the city. He was 
an expert accountant, and whenever a 
firm desired an audit of its books he 
was called upon. It was his custom, in 
going over accounts, to give business 
advice to his employers. He would 
frankly tell them, for instance, that 
they were paying too much for one com- 
modity or charging too much for an- 
other; that one system of management 
was poor and another was good. Almost 
invariably his advice was heeded. 


In the course of time his honesty 
became proverbial. His son, Claude, 
seemed to be following in his steps, as 
he was quiet, orderly in his personal 
habits and so conservative in his ex- 
penses that his friends jestingly ac- 
cused him at times of being ‘tight.’’ 
Vhen the bank was organized the elder 
Scoggins was made its bookkeeper, suc- 
ceeding James J. Long, who became 
cashier. He took Claude into the bank 
with him, and, when he retired, the job 
passed naturally to his son. 

Claude attended the Caruthersville 
schools and afterward went to Missouri 
University. After his college days he 
married®a girl who also had lived in 
Caruthersville since childhood and who 
came of a respectable family. They 
have one baby. 

The wife was visiting relatives in San 
Antonio, Tex., when the recent exposure 
came. She returned to Caruthersville 
last night, almost in a state of col- 
lapse, and has denied herself to all 
visitors. Scoggins’ mother, a sweet- 
faced, gray-haired womdn, is also com- 
pletely grief-stricken.

sorrow,” she said, yesterday. “This 
has been a cruel year. Only a few 
months ago I buried my husband, a 
man against whose good name the 
faintest suspicion was never whispered. 
Now this has come, I don’t know what 
has become of the bank's money any 
more than anybody else.”’ 

The mother has offered to help the 
authorities in every way possible to 
find out what went with the missing 
funds. She has pleaded with her son to 
tell, if he really took it, where it is or 
what he has done with it. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter saw 
Scoggins in his cell, he was lying upon 
a hammock by the side of another pris- 
oner and with a third on a hammock 
slung above them. He was pale, un- 
shaven, nervous. He talked with what 
appeared repressed excitement, seem- 
ing particularly anxious to know what 
was being said against him and how 
the public thought of his affair. 

He reproached himself for having 
made any statements whatever to the 
officials of the bank and declared that 
even in the face of what he had sald it 
would be impossible to prove that he 
had taken any of the money. He denied 
that he had admited a shortage, but 
said he had told there was a “‘discrep- 
ancy’’ in his accounts. 


The reporter had seen a copy of a 
contract in which Scoggin had agreed to 
turn over his home, worth about $2500, 
and some other property to certain bank 
officials who had put up $4000 to keep 
the capital from being impaired because 
of the shortage. In this contract there 
Was an express admission that Scoggin 
was short about $25,000 and it had been 
signed by him and attested by a notary. 


Says He Has No Money. 


Asked about this, Scoggin said he was 
tadgered by so many questions by the 
bank’s directors that he scarcely paid 
any attention to the wording of the con- 
tract. Attorney Ward afterward denied 
this. He declared the contract was 
made on the day after Scoggin had 
voluntarily admitted a e shortage to 
Cashier Long and declares that he ex- 
pressly asked Scoggin the amount before 
he wrote it into the contract and made 
it clear that the word used was “‘short- 
age” and not “discrepancy.” 

Scoggin said he expected relatives to 
rrovide money for him to fight a pro- 
secution. He denied that he had a 
collar of the bank’s money or knew 


where it was or had any accomplice. He 
admitted there was a shortage but re- 


fused to estimate it. 

“Tl am young,”’ he concluded with a 
laugh. “I want to do the right thing. 
And as long as there is life there is 
hope.”’ 

Sheriff Stubblefield yesterday denied 
all extraordinary privileges to the 
prisoner. Before that he had been the 
recipient of food, flowers, books and 
meny visits. Yesterday it was decreed 
that he should have only the privileges 
accorded to other prisoners and visitors 
were denied him.

“The American Government empha- 
sizes this: That the German Govern- 
ment need not believe that the satis- 
faction and the good will of Washing- 
ton could be regained by regrets or 
apologies or réparation: nor need th? 
nn }German Government think that the 
Government of thé United States would 
fail to resort to action in order to safe- 
guard the interests, etc. 


“It is simply a thinly veiled threat 
of war.” 

“On the other hand, the American 
Government demands from Germany ‘a 
measure’ which would wipe out the bai 
impressions and again justify the atti- 
‘tude of the German Government wit! 
regard to the sacred rights on the seas. 

“Anyone who reads this note with an 
unbiastel] mind cannot help gaining tre 
impression that Great Britain's Ambas- 
sador in Washington was not far away 
when it was drafted. One can quite es 
easily imagine the text, so far as :t 
treats of the matter itself, to be a 
speech by Mr. Asquith in the British 
House of Commons. 


“<The American Government, in the 
tene of deep disapproval, demands the 
discontinuance of our submarine war 
against British commerce. It emphasizes 
its non-recognition of the German speci- 
| fication of certain waters as constituting 
a war sone. 

“We take the liberty to call the at- 
tention of the American Government to 
the fact that the declaration of a war 
zone is not a German invention, but 
that the British admiralty was the first 
t» declare certain seas to constitute a 
war zone, that besides it laid a tremen- 
cous mine field in the open sea, thereby 
closing the ‘sacred seas.’ The American 
Government has no objection of ¢@on- 
sequence to register against these 
Eritish measures hitherto unheard of. 


Accuses Great Britain. 

“And now, after the German sub- 
mafine warfare against British com- 
merce has lasted three months, after 
the British Government, through the 
swindle with neutral flags and in- 
signia, through the arming of al! 
: == |}merchantment, fishing steamers, etc., 
through the order to these boats to 
attack German submarines at every 
opportunity, has frivolously endan- 
gered neutral shipping in the highest 
degree, now the American Govern- 
ment demands that the German Em- 
pire shall discontinue the submarine 
warfaré because the Lusitania was 
destroyed, 

“Incidentally, the steamship Gul- 
flight méntionéd in the note, was not 
destroyed by a submarine, but by a 
mine. 

“With this part of the note, too, 
it is conspicuous that the note 
bréathes all the British concéptions 
and untrue statements. How can the 

American Government maintain, for 
— instance, that the Lusitania was a 
jharmléss merchant vessel? 

‘“‘as for the rest, we confine ourselves 
today to this statement of facts: 

‘The submarine warfare of the Ger- 
man é@mpire against British commerce 
is neither play nor a shy attempt with 
the mental clause that if fhe United 
States should resent it it would quickly 
‘cease.’ 

“Our submariné warfare is a& méans 
to which Great Britain has forced us by 
her closing of the North Sea in viola- 
tion of international law, by her total 
disregard of all international conven- 
tions by her war of starvation against 
the German people. 

“The German submarine war was 
not an improvised thing. We waited 
long before we started it. Simee the 
18th day of February it has been car- 
ried on and it will be continued—and 
not as @ bieff, bet to achteve further 
successes and as many successes as 
possible, too. 

ANl Consequences Considered.

of financing his bureau is continued. 
Nine Inspectors Employed. 

There are nine inspectors employed in 
the Bureau of Weights and Measures. 
Each year the city appropriates, in ad- 
vance, the amount estimated to pay 
the bureau’s expenses for the fiscal 
year. That expense, for the fiscal year 
ending last April, was $12,410. 

But it is the policy of each adminis- 
tration to make the bureau _ self-sus- 
taining. This is not a legal necessity, 
but Supervisor Griffin says a failure 
to equal the financial record of a prede- 
cessor would be regarded as an indica- 
tion of poor administration of the of- 
fice. 

The result is that the efforts of the 
supervisor and his inspectors are direct- 
ed almost entirely toward making the 
bureau self-sustaining. These efforts, 
in the fiscal year ending last April, 
resulted in the collection of $14,607 from 
fees charged for the semi-annual in- 
spection of all weights and measures in 
the city. Thus the bureau last year 
made a profit of $2197 for the city, but 
it failed to suppress the short weights 
and measures given by dishonest huck- 
sters and peddlers, which Supervisor 
Griffin admits amounts to several 
hundred thousand dollars a year. 

The necessity of making the bureau 
self-sustaining, Supervisor Griffin said, 
keeps his inspectors busy five days 
of the week “chasing fees to pay office 
expenses.’ The sixth day—Saturday— 
is devoted to special investigation for 
frauds. This is the reason so few false 
scales and measures are confiscated 
in St. Louis. ' 

The city requires that every measure 
and scale have the official approval 
stamp every six months. This means 
that every scale and measure must be 
inspected by a city inspector twice each 
year. For this service the bureau 
charges a fee ranging from 5 cents for 
stamping a huckster’s small measures 
to $5 for inspecting railroad scales. 
From these fees the bureau’s revenue 
is derived. 

The work of inspecting these scales 
keeps the nine inspectors busy five days 
a week and constitutes what Super- 
visor Griffin terms the “chasing of fees 
to pay office expenses.’ The inspection 
is. perfunctory and it is unusual to dis-

On Lookout for Inspectors, 

Supervisor Griffin, says: the honest 
therchant does not conceal his weigh- 
ing or measuring apparatus and that 
it is easily available for inspection. The 
dishonest dealer, he said, is always on 
the lookout for inspectors, and either 
conceals his faulty apparatus, sub- 
stitutes scales that will pass inspec- 
tion, or corrects the false scales so they 
will pass inspection and get an official 
stamp, and immediately thereafter re- 
adjusts them to give short weight. 

Under such conditions, Supervisor 
Griffin said, his inspectors cannot make 
the thorough investigations for fraud 
that he would like them to make. The 
result, he said, is that it Is probable 
unscrupulous dealers are escaping detec- 
tion and are practicing their dishonesty 
in comparative safety from discovery 
and prosecution. 

The public, Supervisor Griffin de- 
clared, can be of invaluable assistance 
to his department, and co-operate with 
it, by reporting hucksters and dealers 
who give short weights or appear to be 
using false measures. 

Director Swingley, under the new 
charter, has supervision over the Bu- 
reau of Weights and Measures. He 
told a reporter the fee system in the 
bureau mast be abolished before any 
radical improvement in service could 
be made. 

Steps will be taken next fall, Director 
Swingley said, to correct the abuses 
now prevailing in weights and meas- 
ures. At that time, when the Board 
of Aldermen is reconvened after vaca- 
tion, he will prepare a bill modeled 
after the laws of New York and other 
cities, to change the weights and meas- 
ures inspection system.

_ AN ULTIMATUM ON LAW. 

The intimation from Washington that the Presi- 
dent and his advisers will stand firm on American 
rights and international law in the controversy 
with Germany over submarine warfare is reas- 
suring. 

The American people ardently desire peace 
with Germany. We desire to keep out of the 
EBuropean turmoil. We ask nothing of Germany 
or any other belligerent except justice and ob- 
servance of our clear rights on the seas. We 
want the freedom of the seas for American ships 
engaged in legitimate traffic and safety for Amer- 
icans on merchant ships. 

The responsibility for the strained situation 
existing between America and Germany rests 
with the latter. Hers is the wrong and the of- 
fense. She has violated the law, and inflicted 
injury upon Americans. 

President Wilson is justified in refusing to dis- 
cuss the terms of Germany’s reply to his recent 
note. Germany has adopted quibbling methods. 
She wants to know what terms short of the right 
terms the United States will accept—how far 
she can wrong us and compel us to wrong 
other nations without suffering the penalty of 
wrong-doing. 

If our Government begins dickering on the 
basis of securing safety for Americans on cer- 
tain ships under certain conditions we would 
doubtless find in the end that we had bartered 
principle for an assurance of safety for Amer- 
icans only who travel and trade on the ocean 
under terms and conditions dictated by Ger- 
many. We would sacrifice principle and all the 
great interests of humanity and civilization that 
hang upon it for a bagatello. 

There is a better way of dealing with a vital 
question of this kind. Let us fix Germany’s re- 
sponsibility. Our Government should let Ger- 
many offer her own answer to the demands we 
have made in the name of law, humanity and 
civilization. If it is not satisfactory—if it does not 
recognize and submit to law the President should, 
without further negotiations, declare that Ger- 
many assumes all frisk of not complying with 
our demands and of committing lawless and in- 
human acts towards Americans and American in- 
terests. It is time to announce that we will no 
longer tolerate the wanton or lawless injury of 
any American citizen. 

A MAN WHO NEEDS WOMAN’S HELP. 

“ Is Col. W. J. Bryan stumping for the ladies’ 
favor in 1916? His San Francisco suffrage speech 
indicates that he will run on that ticket if possible. 
His campaign slogan may grow out of the line 
with which he closed a feeling peroration: “Man 
needs woman’s help to stem the modern tide of 
militarism.”

‘‘THE BOYS’’ AND THE JOBS. 

Senator Stone having admitted Dr. Simon's 
charge of Democratic dissatisfaction because “the 
boys” are not getting their share of the State 
jobs, the question recurs, What is “the boys’” 
share of the jobs? An answer would have value 
for both parties. Republican dissatisfaction with 
Mayor Kiel’s administration also exists because 
“the boys” are not getting their share of St. 
Louis city jobs. 
The jobs are the property of the people, who 
desire to have them filled on the basis of merit 
and efficiency. The fewer jobs apportioned to

WHEN THE LEVEE TRACES ARE OUBS. 
The extensive system of levee tracks will become 
the property of the city sooner by several months 
than was expected. The Terminal company is pre- 
pared to turn them over at once. Papers are now 
being drawn preparatory to taking possession of 
them on the reconvening of the Board of Alder- 
men. 

Improvement of river terminal facilities is not 

an academic problem in St. Louis. It is not 
a subject for discussion in connection with 
municipal plans for next year or the year after 
and more remote times in the future. It is one 
of the livest of current St. Louis issues. The city 
will presently own this long mileage in levee 
tracks. What is it going to do with them, aside 
from collecting promptly a rental from the rail- 
roads for their use? 
A summer spent without maturing plans for 
handling merchandise in river transport and espe- 
clally for low-cost interchange of freight between 
railroads .aand steamboats will be unfruitful. 
This stimulating summer weather is favorable 
to energetic treatment of the problem. St. Louis 
should wake up. 
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THAT UNPAID-FOR TRANSIT STOCK. 
Referee Charles W. Bates made investigation to 
some purpose into the affairs of the old St. Louis 
Transit Co., whose traction interests were taken 
over by the United Railways. 

He finds from the records that a large amount 
of Transit stock was never paid for in full. On 
each share of this stock $59 still remains due after 
credit is given for the total payments made on it 
by its subscribers. The total due on all the stock 
on which arrears are found is about- $11,000,000. 

The discovery is interesting as an illustration of 
unsuspected possibilities for evil in corporate 
finance. It is a further aid to understanding how 
the United Railways’ preposterous $110,000,000 cap- 
italization has been rolled up. This $11,000,000 in 
stock, unlike most other stock, has not from the 
start represented anything of value. What pyra- 
miding has since gone on with this $11,000,000 of 
vunpaid-for stock as a basis, what stock watering 
and manipulating of basic issues, only a detailed 
analysis of the affairs of the company would show. 

But the discovery has a value more practical 
than as an instructive sample of how corporate 
securities are created from nothing. The Transit 
company after its sale pretended. to be without 
assets and impudently attempted to repudiate al] 
personal injury and other claims. The referee 
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to the last farthing. 

Why, however, should payments be limited to 
the amount of debts of this description? Why 
should not the payment of the full $11,000,000 be 
required? To be sure, as the United Railways it- 
self is the holder of a large amount of the delin- 
quent stock, its payment would be merely from one 
pocket to another. But President McCulloch urges 
the remission of the mill tax to give the company 
money for improvements. Why not accomplish 
the same purpose through the creation of a larger 
fund from these long overdue payments collected 


with interest? 
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SMASH AT THE 2-CENT RATE. 

Forty-six Western railroads urge at an Inter- 
state Commerce Commission hearing in Chicago 
that revenue should be advanced through in- 
crease in passenger as well as freight rates. They 
insist that the 2-cent rate has not stimulated 
travel. Its effect, accordingly, is asserted to be 
« reduction in receipts from this source. Pas- 
senger traffic is declared to result in a net loss 
to some roads, while the average net return from 
the 46 is but 2.37 per cent. 

On the other hand, Frederick Underwood of the 
Erie would favor a l1-cent passenger rate, with 
the proviso that freight rates should be increased 
20 per cent. It is easy to see the theory on which 
Lis view is based. It is the theory on which many 
EMuropean railroads are operated, which, however, 
generally traverse country more thickly settled 
than our West. 

While a considerable percentage of men never 
avail themselves personally of the freight-carry- 
ing facilities of railroads, cheap fares tend to a 
frequent use of their passenger-carrying facili- 
ties. They gain a consciousness of the value of 
the service the railroads render which otherwise 
might not be present in equal degree. This af- 
fects the popular attitude in ways beneficial to 
the railroads. Cheap facilities of communication 
in a country as large as this prevents provincial- 
ism and has other public benefits. 

Between the 1-cent rate and the 21-2 or 8 cent 
rate the roads are asking a rational medium ex- 
ists, which is to say that the 2-cent rate will 
probably be fair in time. It was put in effect in 
most states at a time of depression and if it did 
not increase travel the presumption is strong that 
travel would have shown a heavy decline at the 
old 3-cent rate. ’ 

The public asks nothing more than fair rates 
—the lowest rates that will yield a reasonable 
profit with efficient and honest management. 

A rate across state lines greater than the sum 
of the rates on each side of such lines is the in- 
consistent and ridiculous feature of the present 
rate situation. The commission should end this 
great absurdity. , , 
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PROSECUTING WITH A JIMMY. 

Evidently the use of burglars’ tools is not con- 
fined to burglars, if we read this news aright. 

Sheriff Dickmann yesterday destroyed re- 
volvers and burglar tools which had been 
taken from prisoners and used in the prose- 
cution of criminal cases in the State courts 
during the last year. 

The expert use of burglars’ kits in the prosecu- 
tion of criminal business seems to call for re- 
doubled police vigilance, and it may pay to watch 
the operations of the Circuit Attorney’s force in 


the night-time. 
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PRACTICAL NEUTRALITY AT SAYVILLE. 

The Government’s seizure of the wireless plant 
at Sayville is a move in applied neutrality. The 
extent to which it may have contributed to the 
success of German submarine warfare—whether it 
has contributed at all to that success—is not plain 
from reports available to the public. But the very 
suggestion that surreptitious use of it may have 
assisted in swelling the loss of life among un- 
armed, peaceful, seafaring men is distressing. 
Under Government operation it can be used for 
every legitimate purpose and all doubt about the 
transmission of clandestine messages will be re- 


moved. 
These are times in all neutral countries, and 


especially in ours, when wireless plants must be 
above suspition. 
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HORNETS ON THE FIRING LINE. 
A Britisher advises his War Office to employ 
hornets against the German trenches. “The toss- 
ing of large numbers of hornets’ nests into the 
German lines,” it is claimed, ‘would be a more 
efficacious measure than the use of hand gren- 


ades, etc,” 

What we would like to ask is, who is going to 
throw the nests, and which way are the hornets 
going to fly? A good deal depends on this latter 
proposition. If memory serves us correctly, noth- 
ing more distracting than the hornet has ever 
been invented. Corporal O’Leary’s exploit is tame 
beside what‘a heroic hornet could’ do single- 
banded if insptred to patriotic and militaristic en- 
deavor. A trained band of hornets whose energies
